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Professors' Raft Floats Or Founders Tonight 




„, The Professor's Raft sails tonight at a pm in the Walter M. 
Stewart Room, where four castaway professors from Arts. Science, 
Commerce and Engineering debate the merits for survival of their 
various departments. When interviewed yesterday the contesting 
professors disclosed some interesting prefight opinions. 



Professor Wesley of the Socio- 
logy Department remarked that, 
in his opinion, Arts, Science ana 
Commerce would simply outvote 
Engineering 3 to 1. He remarked 
that "Society precedes invention, 
science and commerce. Whoever 
heard of invention without socie- 
ty? Dnce you have society, how- 
ever, you can develop trade, cul- 
ture, build bridges..." 

"Engineering is superior since 
it does all the real work. All the 
other fields are nothing more 
than hangers-on", declared Pro- 
fessor Covo of Engineering. 

"It's perfectly obvious scien- 
tists will live longer", Professor 
Stanley of the Zoology Depart- 
ment declared. "Zoologists in par- 
ticular and scientists in general 



are in the best position to survive. 
They know anatomy, so they'll 
know how to dissect all oppon- 
ents". As for the ethical question. 
"When you're on a raft, ethical 
questions go by the board". 

Professor Culliton from Com- 
merce was not available for com- 
ment. 

The hypothetical situation is that 
of four professors stranded on a 
raft with food for one survivor. 
The argument will, therefore, cen- 
ter around which one of the learn- 
ed men is best equipped by virtue 
of his chosen field to contribute 
most to world development, and 
thus be worthy of surviving. The 
others, of course, will voluntarily 
jump overboard. Questions will be 
invited from the audience.

Most Happy Fella 



See it at the Rcdpath Museum 



• When the blasé Broadway 
first-night audience went to see 
the opening of 'The Most Hap. 
py Fella" (many months ago) 
they yvere shocked into using 
epithets about it. "A great great 
musical" said one prominent- 
ly displayed) newspaper; and 
others echoed this theme 
«round- their readers. New 
York was taken by the scruff 
of its hair and told: enjoy 
yourselves! This music is fun! 
It's exhilarating! 

And, indeed, "The Most Hap- 
py Fella" is "big", "light'', 
"happy", and "breezy". But 
when a professional cast of 
actors (or singers) have to por- 
tray these feelings once-nightly 
for several months on end their 
smiles are inclined to slip. 
Their bared teeth belie them 
counting "one two three four" 
beneath their breath. And their 
frantic antics across stage be- 
come a rigorous and sweating 
effort of body-discipline. 

This was my impression of 
the performance last night. (It 
has always been an amazement 
to me how, for instance, some- 
one like Rex Harrison can play 
such a light character as Hig- 
gins every night for months on 
end without becoming comple- 
tely automatic.) 




of Algerians Condemned 



What amounts to a slashing 
condemnation of the French In 
■ Algeria has just been published 
!by the Ninth International Stu- 
dent Conference. In the 1959 
yearbook released .by the Con- 
■ lerenco's. Research and Informa- 
, tion Commission is a 27 pagé. re- 
port on the arrest, torture; and" 
persecution of Algerian universi- 
ty students. 

' 1 I According to the report French 
authorities have bitterly and re- 

i lentlessly persecuted Algerian 
• itudents using the vague charge 
of "threatening the external se- 
curity of the state". At regular 
intervals police dragnets take 
place, the report adds, and "pe- 
destrians who, by their com- 
plexions, appeared to be North 
African (were taken) away for 
interrogation". Many are held in- 
definitely for up to two years 
without trial. The leaders of their 
student organization, the Union 
Générale des Etudiants Algériens, 
have long been • accustomed to 
police surveillance and periodic 

• searches of their .premises. 



One of the most outstanding 
abuses mentioned is the case of 
Mohammed Khemisti. According 
to the report he was seized by 
French police on Nov. 12. 1958 
in Paris and: deported to Algeria 
within the week. 

This was completely "ultra vi- 
res" to French law which places 
a five year limitation on crimes, 
the yearbook states. Khemisti 
had left Algeria six years prior to 
this time, two. years before the 
outbreak of the Algerian revolt. 

NO CHARGE LAID 

After his forced return to Al- 
geria he was held for six months 
with only one legal consultation 
— that not even with his own 
lawyer. To date no charge has 
been laid against . him although 
French law requires all prisoners 
to be c'larged within 48 hours of 
their arrest. • 

Another ' case which appalled 
the writers of the report was the 
story of Miss Djamila Bouhired. 
Accused of participating in a 
bomb throwing incident she- was 



convicted and sentenced to death 
on only the strenght of a confes- 
sion which she claimed was a 
forgery. 

CRUEL TORTURES 

During the period before her 
trial Miss Bouhired was subjected 
to cruel tortures by her captors 
the report claims. The .yearbook 
quotes her own testimony, "Dur- 
ing three days, 17th to 19th 
April, I was given electric treat- 
ments. The electrodes were pla- 
ced in my sex organs, my ears, 
mouth, under my arms, on the 
end of my. breasts .which arc still 
burned, on my shoulders which 
still bear the mark." The report 
concludes, "It seems clear... that 
(both), thé charge of torture and 
arbitrary court procedure are sub- 
stantiated." 

- Miss Bouhlred's sentence has 
since been commuted to life im- 
prisonment. 

The report quotes a member 
of France's Commission of Safe- 



guard of Individual Rights and 
Liberties as concluding: "Are in- 
dividual rights 'and liberties fre- 
quently neglected and violated, 
at certain echelons of the hierar- 
chy, during the course of the 
atrocious struggle which has 
been imposed on us in Algeria? 
My conviction obliges me to re- 
spond in the affirmative." 

VISAS REFUSED 

The report by the Research and 
Information Commission of the 
ISC was not completed without 
difficulty. No less than three 
groups from neutral countries 
were refused visas by the French 
government when they requested 
to enter Algeria on ISC business. 

The International Student Con- 
ferences are organized by the 
Coordinating Secretarial of Na- 
tional Unions of Students, of 
which Canada, through NFCUS, 
i* a member. Gabrlelle Gagnon, 
Laval University student, was a 
member of one of the commis- 
sions investigating tho Algerian 
question. ' 



However, the performers" 
difficulties are overcome by a 
superb musical score. A musl-. 
cal score of classic dimensions; 
it has extraordinary diversity, 
creativity and inventiveness. 
Frank Loesser (who also wroto 
the book and lyrics) is the dy- 
namic force behind the entire 
show. It is not the choreogra- 
pher, nor the director (more of 
these later) to whom we owe 
applause, but solely to Frank 
Loesser as the creator of excel- 
lent music, supreme character- 
ization through his music and 
lyrics, and a theme of majestic 
simplicity: love. 

LOESSER'S STORY 

The story, which is not impor- 
tant, concerns the romance be- 
tween an elderly Italian immi- 
grant and a young American 
waitress. The development of 
their love, the'sudden shatter- 
ing of its beauty, and, finally, 
the essential reconciliation, are 
all tactfully and gently handled 
by Mr. Loesser. 

However skilfully contrived 
the situations may be (and some 
are- as contrived as artificial 
insemination), and despite our 
consciousness of their calcula- 
ted effect, we forgive the au- 
thor because of .his gift for 
"sheer" entertainment. - 

The brilliant musical score is 
allied to lyrics which arc based 
on a refreshing concept: simpli- 
city. They have a kind of con- 
versational quality, totally un- 
selfconscious, and never striv- 
ing for effect. There is none of 
the romantic poetry which holds 
back good opera, nor the civil- 
ized ' intricacies of "W. S. Gil- 
bert. The plain lyrics somehow 
do not sound banal (except 
when they are read aloud, and 
then, as with ail lyrics, they 
become rather sterile), but ra- 
ther do we gain the impression 
that what is being enacted be- 
fore us. is wholly credible and 
possible. We are not removed 
from reality, rather we are 
caught in the writer's web and 
swept along with the action. 

PLAY OVERLONG 

The play i s written In three 
acts (a daring attempt) and 
runs about three hours; a little 
too long to sustain our complete 
attention and empathy. By the 
end we are rather overcome and 
exhausted by the continuous 
happiness, lightness, brcezlness 
and honest-to-goodness-all-Atne- 
ricanness. 

"It; is the music that carries 
the show, and the alngeni,

Certain Discrepancies In 
Fraternity Aims & étions 
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; Don't Give Up The Ship 

McGill'B location in the heart of Canada's cultural 
metropolis affords her students many unusuul facilities : 
a bilingual culture, fine art galleries, important musical 
concerts" and, on the lighter side, an interesting night 
life. All this is permeated by a cosmopolitan tradition 
shai-ed with no other city in North America. 

Nonetheless, McG-UI'b '-urban location is not an 
'unmixed blessing. Together Mith the vast size of the 
university, it has tended to discourage the usual intimacies 
of a college campus. Most- .professors, for example, 
commute to school. They Reemi satisfied, very often, to 
regurgitate" a formal lecture, ajiswer a question, evade 
another, go to the Faculty Club for lunch, and then hurry 
home. With a few noteworthy exceptions, (for example 
a distinguished professor, of the Philosophy Department,) 
members of the Faculty attend few student presentations, 
and participate in few campus activities. 

We do not wish to intimate that McGill's location, her 
mnssiveneas, and the aloofness of her professors have all 
rendered inevitable any rapport between faculty and 
students. The situation is, alas, not hopeless. It can be 
readily alleviated if. student leaders are willing to make 
the effort. Let's not give up the ship when we have only 
u Raft. 

The Algerian Question 

On page one we carry a newsstoiy concerning the 
• Ninth International Student Conference's report on the 
maltreatment of Algerian university students in both 
Algeria and in France, itself. The report is a clear, soher 
discussion of what Conference members either saw for 
themselves or can back up with documentary evidence. 
It does not paint a very pretty picture. 

For one, in denying visas the French government 
made it very difficult for the student investigating team 
even to get into Algeria. . Coupled with the rather incri- 
minating evidence presented in the report, one is forced to 
conclude that someone had a rather guilty conscience:' 

We are then l'eônfrpnted • with the case of a student 
who has been jmpYisonêd the* better j part of two years by 
the French government without even a formal charge 
being made against him. "Lawyers associated with the 
case af firm .categorically that the State is in possession 
of no evidence which could justify (i change against him, 
even accepting the French view that militant nationalist) . 
activity... is illegal", .the report adds./, j. * * 

But probably; by far. the most flagrant case, is the 
inhuman torturing .of Miss'Djamila Bouhired. Tl rit some ' 
sort of torture 'seems to have been committed !iîj shown i 
by Mr. Paul' Haag, Prefect of the Department of 1 ie Seine, 
and. member-'of the government Commission on Safeguard ' 
of Individual Rights and Liherties. His statement reads I 
as follows : 

. Are individual rights ami liberties frequently neglected, 
and violated, at certain echelons of f fie? hierarchy, during the 
course of the atrocious struggle which has been . imposed on 
us in Algeria? My conviction obliges me to respond in the 
affirma'ive ... 

Ciflainly, it would be inexact — or dishonest — to affirm 
flint this neglect and violation have a systematic character, 
that they have been deliberately decided upon at the echelon, 
of higher responsibility or that, when informed of these acts, 
they have remained indifferent. But that they exist it a /def,' . 
anil they arc'only too frequent. - 

Mr. Haag's belief that such cases of maltreatment were 
not deliberate policy could well be accepted in the torture 
. incident. On the other hand, it is hard to believe that a 
man could be kept imprisoned without being- accused, or 
that the defence in a trial was denied the right to verify' 
the signature of a confession before tbe tribunal, without 
this being deliberate government policy. 

Most of the cases cited by the report occurred before 
the accession of deGaulle to the leadership of France. In 
this respect he is blameless for the happenings in Algeria 
and in fact, he presently seems to be trying to make 
amends, and end the tragic Algerian war- by promising 
eventual -Self-determination. - - 

Perhaps the FLN would be wise to accept hfs" ternis. 
But if they don't, we can't blame them. When n sup- 
posedly democratic country has to use Nazi-like tactics, 
whether "deliberate" or not, to keep control of a portion 
of her empire it is time to get out, and gel out fast. .

Articles-will appear throughout 
the Jootball season. We decided to start with Al Mackenzie as he is 
one of McGill's most promising rookies, as exemplified by his 
showing against Queen's last Saturday. 



Al Mackenzie was born in Montreal 
And learned all his football right 
here in the city. In 1952 he entered 
Montreal High, and almost imme- 
diately he began to distinguish 
himself in Junior intcr.scholastic 
football ranks. From 1952 through 
3955 Al played offensive and de- 
fensive end for Montreal High 
teams.
